At their laſt meeting in Dublin, 

ve addreſſed them, and pointed out ſome of thoſe 
things which we thought were wrong, and hum 

bly requeſted an alteration of thoſe Obnoxious, 

Unreaſonable, and Unſcriptural Laws, — But the 

anſwer which we received, was, an Expul 191 

from their Connection“ N otwithſtanding it 1s e- 
nacted in their Minutes of 1794, page 33. That 
no Truſtee ſhall be removed from the Society, un- 
lefs his crime or breach of the rules of the Society 
be proved in the pre/ence of the TxusTEEs and 
LxAbE Rs, Contrary to both the letter and Hpirit 
of this Lay and likewiſe the excellent manner of 
the Romans, which was, to condemn no one un- 
heard, and which Mr. Weſley recommends as a pro- 
ber rule to direct our Conduct both in public and 
brivate life. (See his note, Acts xxv. 16.) It is not 
the cuſtom of the Romans to condemn any one 
anheard! a rule, ayhich as it is common to all Na+ 
tions, (Courts of Inguiſition only excepted) ſo it 
ought to direct our proceedings in all affairs, not 
only in public, but in private hfe.“ Yet ſtrange to 
relate, that at the diſtance of ſeventy- three miles, 
they tried, found guilty, and excommunicated 
thirty=tws Men, who were either Truſtees, Stew- 
ards, Claſs- leaders, or Local Preachers; only be- 
cauſe they wiſhed to have a voice in, &c. the 
formation of their -6wn' laws, the choice of their 
own ofiicers, and the diitribution of their own 
property, We leave you to judge of our feelings

on this trying occaſion, when we tell you that 
ſome of us, have been approved members of the 
Methodiſt Connection from thirty to forty years, 
Though in conſequence of this treatment, we were 
at firſt caſt down, the great head of the Church 
did not forſake us, the Lord Jehovah was our 
Strength and Refuge —He was our Sun to give us 
I:ght, and our Shield to defend us in the time of fore 
perſecution. He pointed out our way. The Good

your Delegate; cannot fail to bring this into full 
diſcuſſion, and an alteration will take place if 
your united Brethren are of your opinion.
